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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims Status 

1 . Claims 1 -74 are pending and comprise of 7 set independent claims covering 3 
classes, system, method and computer readable medium. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-1 4, 27-43 and 54-67drawn to method, system and a computer 
readable medium for analyzing business risk, classified in class 705, 
subclass 1 . 

II. Claims 15-21 , 22-26, 44-53 and 68-74, drawn to a method, system and 
computer readable medium for a analyzing business risk, classified in 
class 705, subclass 10. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operations thus producing different effects 
and are not capable of use together even though they may have one common step such 
as the first step. Group I, claim 1 , comprising three steps with the last step calls for 
"applying the record to a business risk model", while Group II, claim 17, comprising 
seven steps with the last step calls for "generating a probability or risk measure based 
on the degree of match between the identified templates of pattern events", Therefore, 
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they have different modes of operations, thus producing different effects and are not 
capable of use together. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
